The Atlantic Cable — Operations to 

be Resumed in June— the Sub- 
merged Wire in Perfect Order. 

Mr. Geo Saward, General Superintendent 
of the Atlantic Telegraph Company, pub- 
lishes the following letter in the Loudon 
Times, Dec. 12: 

In the review of the work by Dr. W. H. 
Russel ou the subject of the Atlantic Tele- 
grach expedition in 1865, which appears in 
your columns this day, the expedition refer- 
red to is spoken of as “the late, and possibly, 
for some time to come, the last Atlantic ex- 
pedition.’’ In making nse of this expres- 
sion the write* was necessarily unaware of 
events which have recently transpired, and 
I am, therefore, instructed to ask of you the 
favor to ailow me to state that the arrange- 
ments of the directors as to new capital are 
now completed, that several hundred miles 
of the core, or interior portion of the cable, 
are completed, and that the Great Easter* is 
chartered to go to sea in June, 1866, for the 
double purpose of laying an entirely new 
cable, and of raising the broken end of the 
one thousand one hundred miles of cable 
laid this year, so as to splice additional ca- 
ble thereto, and thus, if successful, furnish 
the public with a second means of commu- 
nication. 

This one thonsahd one hundred miles of 
submerged cable is ascertained to be in the 
most perfect order by daily tests taken from the 
time it broke, and still continued daily. The 
buoys at the end of it are washed away, but 
this is of no consequence, as they were in- 
tended only for a temporary purpose, the 
spot tor grapnelling having been laid down 
by solar abservations, so mat a good navi- 
gator can at any time sail within hail' a mile 
of the broken cable.

This being the last commercial day of the 
old year, there was very little apparent ani- 
mation in the market in any of the leading 
departments. All parties appeared anxious 
only to close up old accounts, and count 
their stocks on hand preparatory to the 
opening of the new year. 

Owing to the break in the line of railroad 
beyond Nashville, communication with the 
South along that important channel for 
trade has been temporarily cut of £ reatrict- 
mg transactions and cutting off supplies as 
well as shipments. Three bridges over the 
Chattahoochie have been washed away by 
the recent freshets, and uDtll they are re- 
built the usual heavy trade to that quarter 
will be very much restricted. 

The me«- ting ou 'Change to-day was large, 
but the sales reported were light, including 
a few car loads of flour at previous quota- 
tions, aud a lot of 60 bbls extra family, a 
choice brand, at 810 75. 

The coal movement wa^ heavy to-day, re- 
sulting In the sale of upwards of 300,000 
bushels Pittsburgh, afloat, for shipment 
South, at 26c per pnshcL, in boats, including 
boats ; also sales of 35,000 bushels to city 
dealers at 19c, afloat, exclusive of boats or 
barges. The shipments to-day were exce* 
sive, leaving only a moderate stock on hand 
for consumption. 

Tue merchants, in their meeting to-day, 
resolved to have no meeting on Monday, 
the 1st of January, as it will be generally 
observed as a holiday. The banks will all 
be closed on Monday and but little busi- 
ness of any kind transacted.

The time will arrive, however, 
when a true history of the warfare can be 
written so as to enable foreign nations and 
posterity to do justice to tue character of 
those who have sustained so unequal a 
struggle for all that is dear to man.
